The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 18 has been amended at line 25 by changing "primitive inside of the 
primitive" to "primitive inside of the screen region" and at line 26 by changing "the 
primitive that is inside the primitive" to "the primitive that is inside the screen 
region". 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 18: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed primitive 
locator module performing the claimed logical algorithm for supplying primitives 
that are at least partially within the screen region, the claimed edge walker 
module performing the claimed logical algorithm for supplying data identifying the 
portion of the primitive inside of the screen region; and the claimed span walker 
performing the claimed logical algorithm for supplying filled pixels for pixels in the 
portion of the primitive inside of the screen region. 

Claim 22: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed steps of 
determining if the primitive is inside or outside of the screen region and the 
claimed algorithm for determining that the primitive is totally outside the screen 
area. 

Claim 23: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed primitive 
locator module for supplying at least location values only of primitives that are 
partially within the screen region by performing the claimed logical algorithm, the 
claimed edge walker module for supplying data identifying the portion of the 
primitive inside of the screen region; and the claimed span walker for supplying 
filled pixels for pixels in the portion of the primitive inside of the screen region.
